The question of the nightly illumi- 


nation of the old city •was always a con- 
ested one, and fiercely waged the war- 
are between the dnkes and the town 
uthorities. It was Efaerhard Ludwig 
who finally defied the doughty magis- 
rates and ordered that a number of lan- 
erns should be supplied. The lanterns 
were provided, but the magistrates 
•would not allow them to be lighted. A 
hot contest followed between the duke 
and the chief magistrate. The latter 
lad but one response for all the angry 
remonstrances of the duke, "When 
>eople should be brought into view be- 
ore the eyes of night thieves, how easy 
t would be for them to drag their vic- 
ims to a dark place, plunder and kill 
heml" Eberhard was obliged to give 
np his project. 


Duke Carl insisted that the streets 


bonld be lighted and carried his point, 
rat no sooner -had be removed his resi- 
dence to Loidwigsbiarg than complete 
darkness once more nightly settled over 
be streets of Stuttgart. Iron pillars, to 
whicb shallow pans were attached, 
were stationed at regular intervals 
along the streets. When, on estraordi- 
lary occasions, illumination was allow- 
id, rosin and pitch were lighted in these 
>ans, and the flickering flames only 
idded weirdness to the darkness that 
;hey were intended to dissipate. 


As late as 1770 lanterns hung in the 


>laces designated by Dnke Carl, but 
hey burned not. The security of tbe 
citizens was abova all else.—"Stutt- 
art," by Bhso J. Allen, in Harper's 
Magazine.

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Tbe Care of Honic Ferna. 


In the house where ferns are kept in- 


duce • by means of evaporation,, syring- 
ing or spray ing as much moisture to the 
air as possible, for they generally'do 
not successfully withstand a dry, parch- 
ing atmosphere. For the purpose of 
retaining moist air about the plant 
Wardiau cases or ferneries are often 
used with good success or a glass bell 
placed over the plant part of the time. 
It is well to bear in mind also that 
ferns, with the exception of the hardy 
npland eorte, grow in moist, shaded 
places. It is therefore essential that 
they never dry out and that they be 
kept in 'partial shade. It is not wise, 
however, to soak the plants daily, 
whether needed or not. -When new 
fronds are unfurling, avoid placing the 
plant in a position where it will be ex- 
posed to the full power of the sunlight, 
as it will sometimes burn or blast the 
tender young fronds.—Woman's Home 
Companion.

NKYADA WAH ClAIMS. 


The United States Government is in- 


debted to the State of Nevada to the 
amount of $404,000, principal arid in- 
terest, expended in organizing (troops 
for the suppression of Indian,wars 
daring the war of the rebellion. The 
warrants for the money .paid oat by 
the Territory of Nevada and the Slate 
as successor of the Territory, are in 
tbe State archives at the capital. A 
committee appointed by the United 
States Senate some years ago made a 
thorough investigation of the claims 
and in a voluminous report, in which 
all the evidence before the comnMttee 
is printed, recommended the payment 
of the claims. 


The early settlers of Nevada have 


also claims against the general Gov- 
ernment for property stolen or des- 
troyed by. the Indians, amounting to 
many thousands of dollars. 
Those 


claims are supported by the sworn 
statements made before officers au- 
thorized to take testimony and these 
statements have been filed in tbe pro- 
per department at Washington. 


At present there is a bill before the 


United States Senate authorizing the 
payment of these and similar claims 
from other western States. Senators 
Stewart and Jonea in behalf of Nevada 
are endeavoring to get the bill through 
the Senate and it has been reported 
favorably from the 
Committee on 


Claims by its Chairman, Senator Tel- 
ler. 
, 


The people of Nevada- should by 


every means in their power, support 
our Senators and Representative in 
Congress in urging the passage of the 
bill to pay those old war claims. The 
State has very nearly reached the limit. 
of its borrowing power under the con- 
stitution and $404,000 of just dues from 
the National Government would enable 
the State to bridge over the depression 
which has prevailed since the Govern- 
ment, without the consent of tbe peo- 
ple, adopted the single gold standard, 
and which is likely to prevail until 
silver is remonetized. The money is 
justly due the State, as it paid out 
about 
$120,000 
in 
coin, 
when 


greenbacks were at 50 per cent dis- 
count, for organizing volunteers, and 
it has paid the interest on the greater 
part of that amount to the present 
day. 


Then tbe people who bad their prop- 


erty stolen of destroyed by thelndiaus 
are entitled .to remuneration for ,tho 
same. 
Many of those persons have 


crossed to the other shore, and those 
yet living are getting old. They are 
entitled to what is due them and it 
should be paid them. 


As there is now a probability of an 


appropriation being made for the.pay- 
ment of those claims, as several States 
are interested in the passage of the 
bill, the press of the State should agi- 
tate the subject and publish facts from 
Old settlers relative to the manner in 
which the depredations were committed 
and the hardships endured by reason 
of the loss of their cattle, and pro- 
visions and the 
burning of their 


houses by hostile Indians. The State 
expenditures are shown by warrants 
issued by the controller and paid by 
the Treasurer, volunteers were paid 
five dollars per month in coin by the 
State in addition to the $13 a month in 
greenbacks which they received from 
tke National Government, and the ad- 
ministration, which is intent on paying 
the bond holders in gold for obliga- 
tions payable in greenbacks or coin, 
should not object to paying the State 
of Nevada the money which it ex- 
pended in protecting the overland mail 
route and the lives and property of 
American citizens from hostile In- 
dians.

I had not 
heard of any member of the family be- 
ing ill, nor had I been summoned to the 
deathbed, but I jumped to the conclu- 
sion that it was an old servant who had 
died.

sheep of the family — whose shadow had 
not darkened their doors for years, but 
who, 
it was always believed, had been 


supported at a distance far enough to 
prevent him from disgracing the family 
by his misdeeds.- 


"Now be was brought. home dead, 


and I was expected to give him as little 
blarue and as much praise as was con 
-sistenfrwith the dignity of my office and 
his relation to the family. . 


"I need not go into that part of the 


ceremonies, but come to what I consider 
the real expression of feeling which 
consecrated the memory of the man as 
nothing that I said could have done. . 


"Just before the casket was closed 


his old mother arose from her seat with 
the mourners, and, approaching the 
dead, slipped a silver dollar into his 
vest pocket. 


V'Jim never liked to be '. without 


money in >his pocket;' she said, with a 
low, 'tremulous voice. 'Many's the'dol 
lar I've slipped into his pocket uube 
known to him, but he always found i 
and was thankful. I don't expect he's 
going to need it now, and maybe he will 
never know that mother put it there, 
but somehow I shall feel better if he 
has it.' 


"And I felt that the woman who had 


loved much and forgiven much had 
preached a sermon of forgiveness and 
mercy before which I with' my plati- 
tudes must remain dumb." — Chicago 
Tides-Herald.

Possibly some of the men mentioned 
by the slate-makers may be nominated, 
but it is probable that men who have 
been wholly ignored by the industrious 
slate-makers may be the choice of the 
convention for all the State offices.

Believed by the Departments Eqna 
to a Declaration of War. 
At the Cabinet meeting Friday, the 


spirit of warriors was not present, bn 
look where they would there seemed t< 
be no escape from a conflict. 
Senate: 


Hanna was dispatched to New York to 
reassure the Wall Street coterie tha 
there would be no war if It; ooald poa 
sibly be avoided, bat that an indem 
nity would be demanded of the Span 
ish Government. 
This country gener- 


ally is clamoring for revenge and 
settlement of the Cuban question for 
all time and President MoKinley is al 
most at a loss how to act in order to 
escape from the embarrassing position 
In which he is placed. 
It ie claimed 


that Spain has received official advice 
that the explosion on the Maine was 
ihe result of carelessness of her own 
crew and was within the ship, and in 
view of this Spain will decline to rec- 
ognize any demand from this Govern- 
ment. 


The President is sorely worried. He 


is working eighteen hours a day and 
ooka haggard ard worn. 
Secretary 


Alger and Secretary Long have both 
broken down under the straiu and it is 
ally believed that a demand for in 
demnitv is simply another form for a 
declaration of war. 


Four men are detailed as detectives 


n citizens' dress to remain near the 
President for fear that some crank in 
sympathy with Spain or crazed with 
the prevailing excitement may attempt 
the assassination of the President. 


The Vizcaya has sailed from New 


fork harbor for Havana. She was ac- 
companied through tbe Narrows by a 
naval tug and police boat and the ut- 
most caution was taken that no acei- 
lent should befall her while in an 
American harbor. An outbreak is an- 
.icipated at Havana to-day (Sunday) 
'rom the Spanish population. Cries of 
'Death to Americans" are frequently 
leard and the taunts and insults 
ffered are becoming more bold and 
pen every hour.
